It has been the task of Mrs. Harriott G. Daley for the past 
Aquarter of a century to keep Congress on speaking terms with the 
rest of the world. 
Mrs. Daley is the chief operator of the tele­ 
phone exchange at the Capitol of the United States, through 
which all telephone calls to and from the 90 senators, 435 repre- 
senatives, and hundreds of members of the press gallery are 
handled. This particular telephone exchange is the most unique in 
the United States. The voices of more eminent men pass through 
it than anywhere else. 
If President Harding or any of his cabi­ 
net officers desire to hold conversation with senators or repre­ 
sentatives they must first secure the 
necessary 
connections 
through the Capitol exchange. Senators and representatives can­ 
not phone to the White House, or anywhere else in the United 
States, until the operators in Mrs. Daley’s domain arrange the 
wires for them. 
The same procedure, of course, is necessary 
with newspaper correspondents. 
It is generally admitted that 
this exchange produces quicker results than the average city 
exchange. The operators are permitted to use common sense and 
iniative instead of being hampered by inflexible rules. 
No other woman is as familiar with the voices of great men 
as Mrs. Daley. She has conversed with all Presidents from Mc­ 
Kinley to Harding, and with all cabinet members, senators and 
congressmen who have held office during that period. She has 
developed a memory for voices, just as shrewd politicians develop 
a memory’ for faces.

Hatching ' oung Onions From Sets 
Young onip is are a j.tandby of a1* 
most every spring vegetable garden 
and there is just one way to get 
them early. 
Teat is to plant on o n 
sets. While tlt» seed onions '’.re com* 
ing on to give a later crap of young 
onions and through the thinning pro­ 
cess to give the plants room to mature 
the big bulbs to be stored for winter, 
the set onions are coming a'ong and 
furnishing the tender young onions 
for the table. 
The onion set is made for the chief 
purpose of producing young onions. It 
is batter not to try to grow big onions 
from sets, as the set has completed 
most of its life work- although an 
abbreviated and arrested career, when 
it is put into the ground* md nine 
cases out of ten if not pulled and eat­ 
en in its young and tender growth 
will shoot up to seed. 
Onion sets are merely prematurely- 
matured onions of any type. The crop 
is produced rn this manner: The seed 
is sown thickly and on poorer soil 
than would be used 
ordinarily 
for 
onion growing. The thick sowing and 
poor soil is used in order that they 
may reach the limit of their growtn 
in their surroundings quickly They, >f 
course, are gown later than ordinarily.

You may ask, how can I be sung 
to find these good, small places as I 
travel? 
Don’t try to find them in 
advance. 
Ask for them as you go 
along. 
Tourist agencies, steamship 
offices, travel bureaus, banks even, 
will give you facts to start upon. 
When you have stopped at one, the 
proprietor will give you the nome of 
a house of corresponding character 
in the next city you are to visit. 
Thus, at Florence, you can learn what 
house to seek in Milan, and so on. 
And the information is always re­ 
liable. 
I have already referred to the fact 
that you can travel first-clas3 upon 
a French railway train at the as­ 
tonishing figure of but a tiny frac­ 
tion over two cents a mile. Ameri­ 
can money. 
As I have said, you 
would not do so badly in second-class; 
although third-class practically any­ 
where upon the Continent is quite be­ 
neath tne consideration of any one 
of us who considers himself in the 
i least wise fastidious. 
On the other 
hand I have ridden in third-class car­ 
riages In Great Britain which both 
in comfort and cleanliness exceeded 
many of the day coaches of branch 
lines and load trains of American 
railroads. And last summer I found 
in operation between I yon don and 
Brighton, third-class Pullmans — re­ 
served seat parlor cars of great com­ 
fort and attractiveness. 
Motor car travel, whether in a car 
which you have brought over from tho 
United 
States—and 
a good many 
travel-wise folk do that very same 
thing—or In one that Is rented, by 
the mile or kilometre, the day, the 
week or the month, of course, coats 
very much more than rail travel; but 
you can travel all over the British 
Isles on motor stages at very low 
rates. 
Air 
travel 
nowadays 
is 
well 
stablfzed and commercialized through­ 
out aTl of Western Europe, is con­ 
siderably more expensive than either 
of these, but a great time saver. 
The question of cost comes quickly, 
however, to that of prevailing ex­ 
change—a vital factor to the present- 
day traveler In Europe.
